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DETAILED ACTION 

Drawings 

The drawings are objected to because: 

a) It i In Figure 5, examiner suggests the applicant label element 260, 
"controller 260" as referenced in specification, s office policy to request 
from applicants that submitted figures contain both text and numerical 
labels to allow individuals viewing each figure to be able to determine the 
designation of each element in the figure without having to go into the 
specifications. 

b) In Figure 5, the elements "current sample pairs" and "sample pairs 
delayed by Tu" and the elements "MA filter 1" and MA filter 2" are labeled 
elements 206 and 208 respectively. It is puzzling because there are two 
elements with same numerical labels. Appropriate correction required. 

c) Figure 5 discloses the element 214, which is not text labeled and the 
functions of the element is not disclosed in the specification. 

A proposed drawing correction or corrected drawings are required in reply to the 
Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. The objection to the drawings will 
not be held in abeyance. 



Specification 

Applicant is reminded of the proper language and format for an abstract of the 
disclosure. 
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The abstract should be in narrative form and generally limited to a single 
paragraph on a separate sheet within the range of 50 to 150 words. It is important that 
the abstract not exceed 1 50 words in length since the space provided for the abstract 
on the computer tape used by the printer is limited. The form and legal phraseology 
often used in patent claims, such as "means" and "said," should be avoided. The 
abstract should describe the disclosure sufficiently to assist readers in deciding whether 
there is a need for consulting the full patent text for details. 

The language should be clear and concise and should not repeat information 
given in the title. It should avoid using phrases which can be implied, such as, 'The 
disclosure concerns," "The disclosure defined by this invention," 'The disclosure 
describes," etc. 

The abstract of the disclosure is too long. The abstract should be in narrative 
form and generally limited to a single paragraph on a separate sheet within the range of 
50 to 150 words. 



Claim Objections 

Claims 4, 8, 19, and 23 are objected to because of the following informalities: In 
claim 4, line 4 and 5 recites an equation. However, the variables and the functions in the 
equations are not defied. Appropriate correction is required. 

Similar scenarios exist in claim 8, 19 and 23. Appropriate correction is required. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claims 1 - 27 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter, which 
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is not described in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to 
which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the 
invention. 

In claim 1 and 16, it is not understood how "logically combining the 
representation of received signal samples and impulse response" since the present 
specification does not disclose the components and show how to perform the recited 
functions. Clarification is required. 

In claim 24 - 27, it is not understood what the "computer program providing 
computer executable instructions" are and how the instructions can perform the 
functions of receiving, convolving, logically combining, and represent the received signal 
samples as a positive or negative constants since the present specification does not 
disclose the detailed structure of instructions and show how they can perform the 
recited functions. Clarification is required. 

The remaining claims are depend on the above claims therefore also failing to 
comply with enablement requirement.
